REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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The prior art of record does not specifically disclose or remotely suggest 
With regard to independent claim 1 : 

instrumenting said code comprises adding functionality for detecting when the 
Java component is invoked by a colored transaction request, the colored transaction 
request denoting tiiat the colored transaction request is generated by an agent 
rather than generated by a real user so overhead associated with tracking the 
execution times is not incurred with respect to transactions generated by real users. 

In addition, Examiner points to the arguments of Applicant's representative 
(Arguments/Remarks on 4/15/10; pp. 6 - 7). 

2. These limitations, in conjunction with the other limitations in the independent 
claims, are not specifically disclosed or remotely suggested in the prior art of record. 

A review of claims 1 , 2, 4 - 1 8, in view of the Examiner's arguments above, indicates 
that claims 1 , 2, 4 - 18 are allowable over the prior art of record.
